THE CONSTITUTION BILL. 

The Houaa was occupied yesterday in 
discussing this important measure. Tho 
Bill passed its seoond reading; but on tho 
motion for committal tho leader of the 
Opposition moved for its reference bnok 
to the Exaoutive for amendment. This 
amendment, had it passed, -would have 
been tantamount to a vote of want of oon- 
fidence. The debate was obaraoterized by 
a display of ill-naturo by the Left that 
eolipBod their previous efforts in the same 
direction, and evinced the desporatioD of 
their cause. The incisive and masterly 
upeeob. of tho Minister of Finance on 
Monday proved too much for the Oppo- 
sition, who, uuablo to answer, abused 
bim. The moat remarkable speech ot tho 
day was that by Mr. Humphreys, who 
took back all the bard things ho had ever 
said against Crown Colony Governmont 
and pronounced it perfection! Wo were 
not surprised at Mr. Walkem's speeoh on 
Friday, in which ho made a covert attaok 
on constitutional government.

EUROPE. 

London, March 11. — Trustworthy ad- 
vice from India state the Mohauumo- 
dans are greatly excited about the 
overthrow of Turkey.

It has been decided to abandon the Par-

A shocking homicide is reported frcin 
Roohdule. Thomas Ttvoedio, a mechanic, 
who has recently beon out of work, but 
obtained a living as a pianoforte player at 
tho Q ueen's Hotel, Bluckwater street, re- 
turned home under tueinfmonco of drink. 
A few days beforo one of his younger 
sons hud enlisted, and ho now charged 
his son Thomas, aged niuoteen, with hav- 
ing persuaded his brother to enlist. The 
son denied the charge. The father re- 
plied, " Thou told him that thou would 
enlist if he did." The son said, "Yes, I 
did." The father thon caught hold of his 
son, and said, "Can you boat me?" Tho 
sou replied, " I do not want to do any- 
thing of tho sort." Mrs. Tweedie here 
made motions to her son to leave the 
room, fearing a quarrel, but before he 
was able to do no the father drew his 
pocket-knife nud stabbed his son under 
tho heart. The nnfortunato young man 
ran out of tho house into a neighbor's, 
but fell down and died in about fifteen 
minutes. Tho father made hisesoape.but 
the neighbours ran after him, and he was 
arrested. He is only iQ yeara of age, and 
reipeotably eonnettid. 



Truih wants to know why no clerk in 
Coutts' Bank is allowed to wear a lnous- 
taohe. 

Hobart Pasha has a supreme contempt 
for Russian torpedoes. Writing home to 
some of his relatives lust week, he said, 
" Torpedoes are practically harmless. I 
have no fear of them, for a good guard 
nnd a careful lookout will make a fleet 
safe from thoir attacks." 

A gentlemun, who is engaged in ascer- 
taining tho extent and nature of tho dis- 
tress in South Wales, paid a visit on Sat- 
urday to Maesteg, a town hitherto unno 
tioed, but where, ho says, a good deal of 
destitution exists. In a house in Union 
street ho saw a woman who had beeu re- 
cently confined destitute of almost evary 
articlo of bed clothing. There were only 
a few embers of green wood burning 
iu tho gr>ite, and these failed to give any 
warmth to tho room. For days before 
her confinement she had had, the neigh- 
bours said, scarcely any food to eat. No 
medical man had attended her, and they 
were doing what they could. A lady at 
Cardiff, with whom the woman had form- 
erly lived ns domestic servant, had that 
morning sent her some money to relievo 
her most prossiug wants and provide a 
covering for tho infant. In the adjoining 
liouuo ho found a woman sitting on an old 
chair, and five children stauding round a 
tablo, tho apartment being destitute of 
almost every other article of furniture 
It was oxtromoly cold, but thero wus no 
fire in the grate. They had nothing to oat 
siuco the previous day, and then only a 
few crusts which the children had ob- 
tained by begging. A quatern loaf was 
procured from the grocer's shop close by, 
und on this being broken up the children 
ato it up ravenously, but tho woman, 
who had ovident'y suffered a great doal 
from destitution, only ute feebly. She 
said that they had often for weeks had to 
subsist on ono meal of bread a day, and 
sometimes go tho day without food alto- 
gether. In the next street a boy twelve 
years of ago had died a fow days previ- 
ously from starvation. The body was 
wonderfully emaciated, and presuntod 
the appearance of a skeleton. In the 
streets hundreds of men nnd women who 
had tho gaunt and haggard look of Bcmi- 
Btarvation wero to bo suon. The ontire 
population depends for omploymeut on 
the Llynvi and Ogmoro Works and Col- 
lieries, which aro now iu process of liqui- 
dation, and one man with whom ho con- 
versed, and who had a wife and five chil- 
dren depending on him, complained not 
only of the low wages caused by irregu- 
lar work, but that tho wages were many 
weoks in arroars. There had been no pay 
day for some time, aud tho draws only 
amounted to a low shillings at a time/ 
Lou don Times.

THIRD SESSION, 

Tuesday, March 12. 
Mr. Speaker took tbe chair at 2 p. in. 

REPORTS, 

Mr. Mara presonled a report from tho 
Committee on Publio Accounts, and re- 
quested on behalf of the committee that a 
statement of oxpensos in connection with 
the Indian commission, ;187<M877, be 
printed. 

PENITENTIARY PRISONERS'. 

Mr. Armstrong moved that a respeotful 
• address be prosonted to His Honor the 
Lieutenant Governor requesting that he 
•will eause representations to bo mado to 
the Dominion Government of tho neces- 
sity whioh exists for tho immediate tr&ns- 
ler to the Penitentiary of ail prisoners 
■who, under tho Terms of Union, have to 
be maintained by Canada. The mover 
said the penitentiary had boen oomploted 
for upwards of 12 months and as tho local 
jails wero overcrowded itbocamothe duty 
of the House to move for tho transfer of 
those prisoners who, under the Terms of 
Union had to be maintained by tho Do- 
minion. 

Mr. Walkom supported the resolution 
and in the interesta of humanity hoped 
the transfor would speedily Ua mado. The 
existing ohaingang system was a disgrace 
te the oountry and one which he trusted 
would soon bo abolished. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said that he very much 
regretted that when tbe prisoners had 
been transferred to tho penitentiary there 
would still be a largo number left "in the 
jail, bo many that it would still bo neces- 
sary for the sake of health to maintain 
the chaingang. Ho hoped, however, that 
in a year or bo f arthor and better accom- 
modation would be made for tho prison- 
ers. 

CONSTITUTION AMENDMENT BILL. 

Mr. Humphreys rose to a question of 
privilege. He desired to state that tho 
Minister of Finance knew before the de- 
feat of the Walkom Government that tho 
position of Gold Commissioner of Cnssiar 
had been promised to Mr, Vowell. He 
(Mr. H.) had never promised Mr. Vowell 
the position but had pledgod him his vote 
■imply. Ho also desired to stato that Mr. 
Walkom had never approached him (Mr. 
H.) either directly or indireofcly with a 
Tiew of obtaining his support or getting 
him out of the House. Before tho Elliott 
Government was formed tho seuior mem- 
ber for Yale was hawking Mr. Vowell's 
present position for sale. Ha was offer- 
ing it to certain members in lieu of a seat 
in tho Cabinet. The lender of the Gov- 
ernment had promised the positions to 
two distinct persons, not with any impro- 
per motive but because ho could not say 
"no." 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said he had never pro- 
mised tho position to any person at all, 
and had never spoken to Mr. Vowell on 
the subject until many days after tha 
termination of tho session. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said Mr. Vowell had 
not until after the session was over men- 
tioned the matter to him. He had not 
really desired tbe position, and he had 
atated~that ho was tired of au up country 
lifa. He was aspiring to a Dominion ap 
pointment in tho city, and not until he 
failed to obtain that did ho apply for tho 
Commiasiouorsbip. 

Mr. Mara doniod Mr. Humphreys' state- 
ment that he bad 'hawked' tho Gold Com- 
missionership about. Ho could bavo not 
done so because ho was not in a position 
to have done so. It is true he had mado 
aome suggestions, but thoy were only 
those of a private member. Ho had the 
honor of Mr. Vowell's entiro confidence, 
and he knew that at tho time that gentle- 
man was aipiring to a Dominion appoint- 
ment, and was not desirous Jof obtaining 
tha Comraissionersliip. 

Mr. Humphreys said that at tho Drinrd 
House Mr. Mara had guaranteed him 
(Mr. Humphreys) the appointment of 
the Oommisaionership. He (Mr. M.) led 
him to believe that ho had authority to 
make tho offer, and it was wrong of that 
gontleman to make it if ho had no power 
to d© so. 

The question was then put and tho 
Bill passed its second rending without 
further debate by a majority of 2. 

For — Elliott, Vernon, Smitho, E 
■Brown, Tolmie, Smith, Douglas, Mara, 
Gordon, Fisher, Morrison, Pimbury, and 
Dickinson. 

Against— Walkem, Beaven, Ash, Evans, 
Cowan, Armstrong, W. Brown, Hum 
phreys, Williams, Gallagher, and Gal 
braith. . 

On the motion to go into committee 
Mr. Walkem moved in amendment that 
the Bill be not committed, butbo referred 
to the membors of the oxecutive to pre- 
pare and report to the House a measure 
that will place the representation on a 
more equitable basis tban exists without 
increasing the present number of ropre- 
■entatiyes and without altering tho limits 
of the eleotoral districts exoept so far as 
may bo found necessary in tbe cases of 
Nanaimo and Caasiar. Tho hon. gentle- 
man apoko at somo length iu support of 
tho amendment and ridiculed tho Finance 
Minister's speech of Monday. He ex- 
pressed himself opposed to an increase of 
members for Cariboo, as tho district wns 
content with tho proaont numbor. He 
contended that the larger the Houae was 
the worse would bo tho oldsa of legisla- 
tors and submitted that there was no 
reason why a redistribution could not be 
effected without increasing the preaent 
number of seats. Ho opposed a reduc- 
tion of indemnity and argued that it was a 



most indelicate thing for the present 
membera to draw §400 each, and at the 
same time fix the indemnity of their sue 
coaaors at §250. Such a measure wns an 
indirect statement that tho next House 
would be of inferior stamp. He did not 
wish to soo, ns on former occasions, mem- 
bers reduced to tho position of a mendi- 
cant or beggar; hnt as tbe laborer was 
worthy of hit hire, so was tho legislator 
entitled to a fair indemnity. He felt sat- 
isfied that the professed economy in re" 
duoing tho indemnity was more cant. He 
know of no patriot in the Houae and did 
not intend to deceive the publio by vot- 
ing for a reduction with the full intention 
of aupporting an inorease inj;session or 
two. If the Government were really earn- 
ost he would bind them down at once by 
voting for a resolution to reduco tho in- 
demnity to §250 for tho present session. 
If Mr. Tolmie would move such a resolu- 
tion (laughter), and got a Government 
supporter to second it, he would voto 
for it, although ho would by so doing be 
violating some of tho principles he had 
just expressed himself in favor of. 

Mr. Smitbe — That's nothing new for 
you. (Hear, hoar and laughter.) 

Mr. Walkem, continuing, believed tko 
publio did not think §100 per session too 
much indemnity for members. The 
hou. gentleman then wont on to deny 
that tbe members for Yale had over 
threatonod to withdraw their support 
from the late Government if concessions 
for publio works were not mado In con- 
clusion ho hopod tbo Government would 
consent to accept the amendment, although 
he felt confident that nis hope was a for- 
lor« one. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said tho intention of 
tho anaondmont was to afford tho opposi- 
tion au opportunity of repeating every- 
thing that had been already said. The 
lender of the Opposition hod not ad- 
vanced a solitary new idea or dropped 
ono grain of information. The main rea- 
eon for moving tho amendment was evi- 
dently to afford tho senior member for 
Cariboo a chance to reply to his (Mr. S.'s) 
remarkR mado on Monday. 

Mr. Walkem— There was no suoh inten- 
tion. 

Hon. Mr. Smitbe (continuing) said he 
could See when ho was speaking on Mon- 
day that tho leader of tho Opposition was 
smarting under his remarks and bo had 
hoard him (Mr. W.) «ay "I'll give it to 
him for that, I'll scale him." (Laughter.) 
He (Mr. W.) had attempted to mako a 
little capital out of his allusion to the op- 
2Josition attacks on members who wero 
not in a position todefend| themselves in 
debate. Mr. Walkem had said that he 
(Mr. S.) had termed them weak, but 
tbo House know very well what tbe allu- 
Bion meant nnd was aware that the hon. 
members roferrod to wore not weak only 
perhaps in a matter of debate, 
for had not the lato Finance Minister, 
Mr. Armstrong, pnblioly avowed that ho 
had offered both Mr. E. Brown and Mr. 
Dickinson a seat in the late Cabinet if 
ither one would support the then Gov- 
ernment? But tho hon. membera wero 
not we.ik enough to accept tbo bribe. It 
would bo just as becoming for him (Mr. 
S.) to attack tho junior member for Cari- 
boo district, knowing he would not be 
able to reply in debate, as it was 'or Mr. 
Walkem to attack tbe member for New 
Westminster City and other* whoso forte 
was not eloquence. (Hear.) 

The hou. gentleman was here interrupt- 
ed considerably by the leader of tho Op- 
position. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said that that was the 
conduct always of the senior member for 
Cariboo when anything was said he did 
not like to listen to. (Hear.) To continue 
however, both Mr. Walkem and Mr. 
Humphreys had, an hour or so since, de- 
nied his assertion that they had "ap- 
proached" eaoh other. Why, he (Mr. S.) 
would ask, did they not do so at tha time 
tho statement was mado ? Why ? Simply 
beoauso they wished to have an opportu- 
nity of talking over tho matter privately 
and resolving on the course to pursue. 

Mr. Walkem — There has been no suoh 
understanding. I've not bad one word 
with Mr. Humphreys on the subject. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho — With reference to 
their denial I can only say this; 'Ihat 
they have both told me personally that 
thoy wero approached by ono another. 
Mr. Walkem has told me that Mr. Hum- 
phreys had offered to save hii (Mr. 
Walkem'a) government from defeat if he 
(Mr. Walhern) would give him (Mr. 
Humpbreya) position. 

Mr. Walkem, exoitodly— When and 
whore? 

Hon. Mr. Smithe — On mora oocasions 
than one. Onco in fiont of the Standard 
office. 

Mr. Walkem— A man who would betray 
confidential convocation in my opinion 
sinks to the position of a low blaokguard. 
(Order! order!) There is a slight color- 
ing of truth in what tho Finance Miniater 
states, but there is also a great deal that 
iB incorrect. 

Mr. Speaker— The proceedings are ir- 
regular and out of order. Tho diaousaion 
refers to Boniething that did not tako 
place in the House and must be stopped 
at once. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said he was aware that 
tho discussion was irregular, but great 
latitude had beon allowed the Opposition, 
and in fairness it was oDly right that the 
Government members should have an 
opportunity to explain and reply. He 
had boen on a former occasion accused by 
Mr. Walkem of betraying a confidential 
conversation and ho would now stato that 
the accusation was utterly false. Ho had 
never to any living soul butrayed tho hon. 
member's confidence. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Walkem —I say you did. I'll settle 
tho matter with you by and bye. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott — Do it horo new and 
in publio. 

Mr. Smith deprecated the discussion 
and hoped tho business of the House 
would be proceoded with. It was too bad 
that the valuable time of hon. members 
should be wasted and tbnt interests tha); 
wore waiting for legislation Bhould be 
permitted to bo retarded by suoh irrogu 
larity. (Hear, bear.) 

Hon. Mr. Smithe— Mr. Humphreys has 
denied that ho approaohed Mr. Walkem 
or was approached by that gontleman 
But Mr. Humphreys told me in the li- 
brary and on the floor of this House that 
Mr. Walkem had offered him a position 
if ho would support him. 

Mr. Humphreys— It ia false; I never in 
tuy life, upon my Eaored word of honor as 
a gentleman, made any suoh statement to 
any person living. 

Hon. Mr. Smitbe than procoodod to 
refor to tho comparison drawn with On- 
tario as to representation by Mr. Walkem, 
and stated if the hon. gentleman had put 
this forward in earnest, and with an idea 
to push it to the end this Province should 
not havo a whole member. Speak- 
ing of the indemnity, the hon. gentleman 
•aid when he was retained it was 83*0; 



and a resolution had been introduced to 
raise it to §400. He had opposod this 
twice and when at tbe last general eleo- 
tion it had been raised to §400 he had 
stated on the hustings that ho would take 
whatever auin other members were paid. 
Why then was be not entitled to tho §400 
as well as the leuder of tbo Opposition, 
who bad stated that because ho (Mr. S.) 
considered §400 too much, that he should 
only tako §250. If this system were car- 
riod out tho member for Cariboo 
had violated his conscionoo by 
taking anything at all, for he had 
stated that so far as he was concerned he 
did not wish for any indemnity. 
The allowance had been increased against 
the wish of the votors, yet the hon. gen- 
tleman had stated that only a few strag- 
glera ohjected to it. Tho amendment ho 
considered was nothing more or less than 
an attempt to delay with a hope of getting 
a catch voto. He, therefore, trusted that 
as the question had boen so thoroughly 
ventilatod.and nseach member had spoken 
on tha Bill, the Bouse would lot itgo into 
committee. 

Mr. Douglas said thnt thus fur ho had 
abstained from taking any part in tho do- 
bates upou this Bill, patiently waiting to 
hoar any reasons that might bo urged 
against it by tho members of tho opposi- 
tion. But ho was nstouished to hear ono 
member after another denounce the Gov- 
ernment and their supporters and hardly 
say a word about this important measure, 
proving that they havo nothing against 
tbo Bill, but simply wished to vent their 
spleen and disappointment upon tbo ma- 
jority of tho Houso. The senior mombor 
for Cariboo held this extraordinary doo- 
trine on Friday night, "that boeauso Vic- 
toria City is to have five members undor 
this Bill, tho fifth must necossarily bo 
good for nothing." He also 6tated in his 
speech to day that this Bill was caaentiul- 
ly a Reform Bill, nnd that reducing the 
indemnity to $250 wns a one-sided agree- 
ment, how much more was it a one-sided 
bnrgain whon tho indemnity wuaraiaod to 
§400. Did any ono over hear such logic, 
so profound, so convincing? With regard 
to the scandalous oharges broughtngainat 
tbe Premier by tho hon. moinber for 
Comox, he considered no unprejudiced 
person for a moment would entertain them. 
When tho constituents of those gentle- 
men (the opposition) see bow and in what 
manner thoy have attomptod to rotard tha 
business of tho country and to overthrow 
a Government undor whom the Piovince 
baa to groatly prospered in every way, a 
fooling of displea^ro will ariao amongst 
them. (Hear, hear.) With regard to tho 
Bill, bo thought it wna ono tho country 
greatly neodod. With reference to an in- 
oroaae of the mombera ho thought that in 
u larger Houeo personal feeling would 
not ho so rife and so undisguised as at 
present and ha would, therefore, give the 
Bill his warmest support. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Evans characterized tho bill as 
being one to manipulate tho constituen- 
cies to enablo the Government to keep their 
seats and thoroby take hold of tho money 
bags. Ouo clause of the bill he particu- 
larly objected to, namely tbo division of 
Cariboo. He considered it might bo as 
well to attempt to divide man and wife ua 
to do this, the miners there being so 
closely connected. Tho hon. gentleman 
then wandered off to diaousa "rook" till 
he was called to order by Mr. Speaker 
and told to return to tha queation, whon 
ho sat down. 

Mr. Beaven advocated referring the bill 
to a select committee and thought it 
would be well to givo the electors an op- 
portunity of making their wishes known, 
for till the bill waa introduced tho idea 
had never been discussed in the public 
press and membera on the Government 
side when addressing their constituents 
had made no mention of it. Especially 
did bethink this necessary when bo con- 
sidered that if one of the Government 
memberb wore taken ill nnd tho vote put 
the bill would be thrown out. He 
then wont on to speak of the pledges givon 
by all tho members for Victoria to sup- 
port the Walkem Government. 

Mr. Douglas aakod whether such an in- 
stitution existed as the Walkem Govern- 
ment and if the hon. gentleman did not 
recollect that when that government 
ceased to exist those pledges bocamo null 
and void. 

Mr. Beaven objected to the interruption 
and said that one thing waa certain that 
the hon. gentleman did not reproi>ent the 
wish of tho people. 
The House then adjourned till 7:30p.m. 

EVENING SESSION. 

Tho debate on the Constitution Bill was 
resumed. 

Mr. Beaven continued speaking in sup- 
port of Mr. Walkom's amendment. He 
contended that tho proposition contained 
therein was a good one, and that as the 
Houae was ub nearly as possible equally 
divided ns to the suitableness of the mea- 
sure for tho Provinoo in its proBent form, 
Select Committee, consisting of tho 
executive should be appointed to revise 
it. The hon. gentleman then proceeded 
to contend that tho City of Victoria did 
cot desire an additional member, and 
that the whole Province ia now over- 
represented. He argued that there was 
nothing to warrant tho assertion that the 
Province endorsed the government or its 
policy, but on tho o'her hand the election 
of Mr. Cowan iu Cariboo and Mr. Gal- 
braith in Kootenay, both Opposition 
membors, showed that tho Govornmont 
had List the confidence of tbe country. He 
challenged the Governmont to submit 
the measure to the people, and asserted 
that they feared to do so because they know 
its rejection was certain. It waa u viola- 
tion of publio rights to attempt to pass 
the measure without popular conseut, 
more especially as tho measure had bean 
iatroducod by a weak government. If, 
after all ho had shown, tho amendment 
was voted down, he would be compelled 
to think that hon. members had banded 
together to carry tho measure right or 
wrong. Tho only supporters of the Bill 
outside tho Houso wero meu opposed to 
responsible government, anxious to bring 
its prinoiplea into disrepute. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said that ho must oon 
fess he had thought tho amendment was 
moved to give tbe leader of the Opposi- 
an opportunity of speaking again, and ho 
regretted that the time of the house had 
been taken up by that hon. gentleman in 
personalities. The amendment proposing 
to refer the bill back to tbe Executive 
was a gross piece pf absurdity. It 
was almost like appealing from Coasar to 
Caiaar. Tha executive had given the bill 
every consideration when it was framed 
and not only bad tha Government taken 
tho opinion of members of tho Honsa, 
but had sought the advice of geutlemon 
ontside tha House who had the the wel- 
fare and true interests of the country at 
heart as much as any member of tho Op- 
position or Governmont. (Hear, hear.) 
Tfco l«jtfl»r tf the Opposition had wueed 



him of giving au evasive and insulting 
answer to a question asking information 
as to the basis on which tho bill had been 
framed. Ho (Mr. E ) could assure that 
gentleman that the answor was not of an 
insulting nature, for if it wore insulting 
to him (Mr.W.) it must of necessity have 
been so to all tho mombers of the House, 
and no other member had termed tho ro- 
ply insulting. Tho principle of the bill 
had already bcou assented to by a majori- 
ty, and it was conaeqneutly in order that 
auyhon. momber should object to tho 
various oluuses as thoy come up for dis- 
cussion in committee. Tho senior mem- 
ber for Victoria City had atoted that tho 
country knew nothing of tho measure, 
but he (Mr. E.) maintained that it had 
boen published in both papers and that 
every district in tho Province, except, 
perhaps, Kootenay, was well aware of 
every provision of tho measure. It had 
boen said thnt tho bill waa not suited to 
the Province; but not a district exoept 
Nanaimo had yet said a word against the 
measure. Not a word from Cariboo! not 
a word from Yale! und not a word from 
Lillooetl Nanaimo had sent down a peti- 
tion, but nil she wanted was more of tho 
bill. (Laughter.) In tho absence of any 
objection throughout the country tho 
measure oould not bo considered unsuit- 
able to tho Proviuco and he thereforo 
hoped tho House would assent to diaous- 
aion of the bill in committee. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Tolmio said he was not surprised 
that tho Opposition hod not used any ar- 
gument against tho Bill because ho knew 
thoy could find nothing. Instead of ar- 
gument thoy had roaortedto vituperation 
and personalities and like the Old Bailey 
lawyer who having nothing to say for his 
client stnrtod to abuse tho opposite coun- 
sel. If tho Bill would result in the de- 
feat of tho Government at tbo noxt elec- 
tion why did not tho Opposition lot thom 
down softly and pass the Bill? Tbfn 
thoy would obtain their object. He 
thought thoy had beon a little off thuir 
guard in the matter. A groat deal had 
beon said about indemnity, but he re- 
membered when Mr. Walkem introduced 
n reeolution to increase it to §500 and ho 
(Mr. Tolmio) had moved an amendment 
to reduco it to §400, which was adopted. 
The poople had voted for §5 instead of 
""00 per day for members and tbe Houao 
could rest n8surod that if he (Mr. T.) 
wero re-elooted he would not support uu 
inorease of the §250 indemnity. He had 
always been in favor of a representative 
for Cassiar and an additional one for Na- 
naimo; but Mr. Walkom had frustrated 
his efforts to obtain them. Tbe hon. gen- 
tleman then proceeded to amusingly criti- 
cize Mr. Evans' " corruption" speeches, 
and cnused great laughter by alluding to 
Mr. Beaven's opposition to him (Mr. A.) 
booause he (Mr. Beavon) had rock at 
Constance Cove which ho hoped would 
have been tho site of the drydock- The 
unfortunate gentleman bad, however, 
beon disappointed; his rock was not want- 
ed, and ho feared tho iron had entered 
deeply into hia aoul. That accounted for 
his, Mr. Beaven'a, bitterness against him. 
[Hear, hear.] Ho did not think the 
country was either over - taxod or over- 
governed. In what country were life and 
property better preserved than hore ? The 
oommiaaion of crime was rare and in 
great contrast with neighboring territory 
in that respect. It bad been aaid that the 
majority of the Houso in favor of the Bill 
was very small; but actually it amounted 
to 10 per cent. He had not yet found any 
one in the City of Victoria who had the 
interests of responsible GovornmeLt nt 
heart oppoaod to tho Bill. He had wel- 
comed It heartily when it had first been 
introduced and he intended now to give 
it his warmest support. [Cheers.] 

Mr. Smith said tbe proper place to deal 
with the proviHions of the Bill was in 
committor. (Hear, hear.) Tha mem- 
bers for Cariboo did not properly re- 
present the district, because they were 
keeping back tbe important Quartz Bill, 
which he believed they wished to defeat, 
and thus prove themselves assassins of 
tho interests of their constituent*. He 
would like to see some of the Cariboo 
mombers go back for re-election. They 
would find that they would be eleoted to 
go plum to the river Styx. Tho Cariboo 
members were the greatest enemies the 
Quartz Bill bad for thoy wanted to kill it 
by wasting time in debating the Repre- 
sentation Bill. It was really shameful. 
(Laughter nnd cheers.) With reference 
to tho Redistribution Bill ho thought the 
Governmont had taken the proper means 
for killing the electoral disease. It was 
right that the largo distriots should be 
subdivided, for how oould a member liko 
himself travel through a district like Yale, 
covering 1,000 square miles. (Hear, 
heor.) He really hoped the Opposition 
would allow tho business of the Houae to 
proceed, for he could assure hon. mem- 
bers that a great deal of anxiety was felt 
about the Quartz Bill and thut a largo 
number of mon wero awaiting the notion 
of tho House iu connection with the Bill. 
Mr. Evans— What is the Quartz Bill ? 
Mr. Smith— Well, ain't that a pretty 
queation for a member from Cariboo to 
ask? He is perfectly disinterested in 
quartz ! That very question shows how 
callous tbe hon. gentleman is. Oh for a 
man with a finer soul for a quartz! (Loud 
laughter.) 

Mr. Armstrong followed in support of 
the amendment and reiterated hia objec- 
tions to various ftatures of the policy of 
the Government. He argued that all the 
chango necessary at present waa addi- 
tional roproaontation for Nanaimo. Now 
Westminster District and Caasiar. He did 
not deny that ho had offered a portfolio to 
either Mr. Brown or Mr. Dickinson; 
but he had done so to show his will- 
ingness to give up office himself to enable 
New Westminster Di6triot to be still re- 
presented in tho Cabinet, beoause he 
knew that Mr. E. Brown was anxious to 
get him out of tho ministry, and sooner 
than soo tho Walkem Government de- 
feated and the district unrepresented, ho 
offered to resign his portfolio in_ favour 
of either of the other representatives for 
New Westminster. 

Mr. Humphreys also spoke in favor of 
the amendment, and reviewed the 
speeches of tbo Finance Minister and 
Attorney General, describing them as 
schoolboy efforts rather than the 
arguments of government members. 
No attempt, ho contended, _ had 
been made to justify the intro- 
duction of tha Bill, and he was sur- 
prised to find any ' hon. member having 
the interesta of his district at heart sup- 
porting tho Bill. He accused the junior 
rnembor for Lillooet of base ingratitude 
to his constituents beoause of hia support 
to the measure, and asserted that Mr. 
Barnard, whilst at Ottawa, had boasted 
that he had so much power in the Pro- 
vince that he had returned his ostler to 
tha Houso and oould, if he liked, h«,ve re- 
turned his horse. It would have been 
better, he (Mr, H.) wntejsdtd, for the 



oountry if he had returned his horse in- 
stead of tho junior member for Lillooet, 
who had no more chance of re-election 
than a Chinaman. Aftor further criticiz- 
ing supporters of tho Government, and 
accusiug them of a blind support, the 
hon. geutlemau went on to arguo that 
a dc'renso instead of an increaso of ro- 
presentation was necessary, feeling cer- 
tain thai one member for Saanich.onefor 
Cowicban, one for the other districts on 
tho Island and a similar condition of 
things on tho Mainlund would secure a 
better, fairer nnd abler reprosontation 
thau was obtained by a House of 25, or 
conld be hoped for 'by ono of 83 mem- 
bers. Tbe greater tho number the greater 
would bo tho patronago demanded by the 
membbrs. Ho characterized past legisla- 
tion under responsible Govornmont in 
this Provinco as most disgraceful and at- 
tributed nil tho good acts on tho statute 
book to Crown Colony legialatures. He 
regretted to make this statement, because 
in years gouo by ho had said many hard 
things of the gentlemen composing those 
councila. (Hoar, and laughter.) The 
hou. gentleman continued at great length 
to oppose tho Government and arguo 
against the meaauro before the Houao. 

At 10:30 o'clock tho question waa put 
and tho amendmont waa rejeoted by a vote 
of 12 to 11, Mr. E. Brown being absont. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe then moved tho pro 
vious question, whioh wns carried and 
the bill was thon committed. 

Mr. Walkem moved the adjournment of 
the Houae, which was loat. 

On the motion boing put that Mr. 
Speuker do now leave tho Chair. Mr. 
Beaven moved an amendment that a 
olanse bo iusortod in the bill to tho offoct 
that cha measure shall not come into op- 
oration until it has boon assented to by 
the vote of tho peoplo in the existing 
electoral districts. 

Mr. Walkem moved tho adjournment 
of the debute which was carried and the 
Houso then adjourned till 2 p. m. to-mor- 
row.

And here is a picture of home produc- 
tion of the houses of Parliament of this 
great Empire and of the men who wield 
its deatioies: "On Monday last," aays the 
writer, "I went to the grave uplifting of 
the curtain promised to Parliament, 
thinking that here at last I might see a 
man rise of tho old stature and hear words 
of moaning with the old ring in them. 
The spectacle I met waa more pitiful 
than any of tbe most dismal imaginings. 
In the House of Lords a few doddering 
old gentlemen wero maundering help- 
lessly through nngramraatical platitudes 
and thick and muddy explanations, smell- 
ing of the brandy bottlo rather than the 
statesman, and corner-marked delirium 
tremens rather than with any sense or 
plan.
